sisted thul tho country \V;is rctrograd* 
tng, that despite the Oidi ins o f im­ 
proved legislation crliuo was increto- 
ing. In 1W& when the United States 
had a population of 23^000,000 tin* re 
were 16,000 doftyiuts in the prisons of 
the Country, The prison population 
had Increased until 1800 when the 
country had a population of 05,000,000 
there were "5*000 prisoners. 


Quoting Ingersoll, the speaker asked, 
‘'How long will it be under tho present 
reformatory system before we will bo a 
nation of criminals?” The boasted 
progress of tho country was all a hoax 
and without a remedy to meet these 
prison wrongs and alleviate tho evil of 
the system, the country could look for 
no improvement, 


The propel* rcuedy was the selection 
of statesmen for law makers; men who 
.talked less of foreign-affairs, and devot­ 
ed more time to the formation of laws 
for tho protection of tho struggling in­ 
habitant* of their own country.

Judge Coolidge Will Keep the Die« 
puted Money Until Lltifeatidh 
Over It Ceases. 


After Thk News had gono to press 
yesterday Col. K. Bacon, representing 
the American express company, made a 
motion l>ofore Judge Coolidge that the 
$650 now in the hauds of Deputy Sheriff 
Earl and which was received from Miss 
Edwards by Superintendent Smith of 
the express company be handed over to 
the court, pending proceedings which 
the express company have instituted 
for its recovery.

The stories concerning tho 
alleged bribery are known to him, but 
their reliability he has not attempted 
to establish. Further than laying tho 
facts as given him before Judge Coo­ 
lidge, he has done nothing. 


The accusations have been traced to 
the source from which they sprang, but 
the probability of tho purveyor being 
mistaken as to the genuineness of his 
information is considered by those in 
ion of the fact to be very strong.

One of the reforms in the country’s 
penal institution advocated by 
the 
speaker was the suspended sentence 
system. 
lie would have the young of­ 
fender who appeared before a' tribunal 
for sentence Kindly admonished and re­ 
leased wit-n the understanding that he 
must uiase restitution to the man he 
injured, and further that upon hit> sec­ 
ond appearance in court to answer for 
a crime lie would be punished. 
This 
would gradually reduce the population 
of prisons and necessarily lessen the 
product« of prison labor. 


Hand labor was suggested as another 
remedy of the evil of convict Iu Ir h*. 
The Eastern Pcnusylvanitt prison hud 
! adopted this system wit h highly satis­ 
factory results. 
With the abandon* 
! ment of the machines now in use lor 
! manufaeturing prison goods and the 
i universal adoption of hand labor com­ 
petition with Iree labor would bo re­ 
duced to the smallest minimum. 
Be­ 
tween 15and Id trader, were taught and 
carried on iu prisons, depriving the 
honest, followei>-of these various trades 
of the prolit »it employment and un­ 
justly denying them of the comfort and 
success enjoyed by their I el low citi/.ens 
whose trades or occupations are not 
carried on in prisons and consequently 
not affected by prison labor. 


A reduction* of the hours of labor by 
convicts was suggested as ¡mother 
mode of alleviating the evils of prison 
lalKir. The sjieaker would have tin* 
convicts labor six hours per day and 
devote the remainder of their time to 
intellectual improvement. This would 
advance tin* mental condition of the 
convicts and also reduce the amount of 
goods distributed from prisons. 
Fur­ 
ther the state should have control of 
prison manufacturing. The present 
system of hiring the convicts to con­ 
tractors was unsatisfactory principally

Any More State Schools Are 
Planted We Aro In Line 
for One. 


A bill for introduction in the legis 
lature has been sent to representative 
Van Camp from somo of the leading 
citizens of Benton Harbor. The bill 
provides for the appropriation of $35,. 
000 for the building of a state nor mu 1 
school in this city, $25,000 of thcapprc 
priation to be 
used In the erection 
und furnishing of such building aud 
$5,000 to be used in running the institu­ 
tion the llrst year and a like amount to 
bo expended in the same manner the 
second year. 


There are before the legislature at 
the present time or will be introduced 
this session a multitude of bills calling 
for state normal schools, a great major­ 
ity of which are to be located iu the 
Upper Peninsula. 
It is not known 
whether the legislature will favorably 
consider this demand for more state 
schools but if they do It is certain that 
the chance of Menton Harbor will bo 
ahead of any other place now in the 
The school at this place would 
be called the state normal school for 
Southwestern Michigan. 


It is not known whether the present 
bill will result in any immediate fruit 
or not but it will have the effect of 
bringing Benton Harbor before the 
state as the original applicant for 
school iu a district which has been 
very much neglected by the stalt 


It is to be hoped that even this year 
tho legislature may lake favorable ac 
lion for in all such matters the state 
board of education would be culled 111 
cousultntion with the legislature in re 
gard to the location of all such schools 
As Prof. E. A. Wilson is president of 
the state board of education it is very 
easy to see that Benton Harbor would 
have an easy time of it iu securing 
such a school should it be the policy of 
tho legislature to establish more than 
we already have.

The effect, 
however, wa» to throw her into a deep 
lleep, from which. iiho awoke much be- 
frashctl.

that ahe frequently repeated the dose nn> 
til all the inppoaed poinon was con- 
snmed. 


The king, who missed the bottles, 
caused inquiry to be made, and the se­ 
cret of their disappearance was tevealed. 
This led to the mannfactnre of a wine 
from Shiraa grapes, which to this day is 
known as Zeher-c-Khoosh, or ‘*thode- 
Itghtfnl poison." The iawsof the Koran 
against the use of spirituous liquors arc 
generally very rigidly observed, pstticn- 
larly among the iKiorer classes. Dr. (Jol- 
lins Nays that ho never saw an jntoxic.'it- 
ed Moliammednn, even among the chn- 
VNdars. men v’ho do the most laborious 
work. Unlike their western prototype«, 
who cannot exist without beer or spirits, 
they refresh themselves only with a suck 
at a bubble buliblo-pipeor a cup of very 
strong, sweet, hot tea in cither tl’9 
sweltering heat of summer or the in­ 
tense cold of winter. Tippling in Persia 
is confined exelnsivoly to the richer 
classes and indulged in only in the se- 
clnsion of the andt-ran. 
The Persians 
make two sorts of wine, a red and a ' 
whife. Tlie latter contains an excess of 
alcohol and is in greater favor with 
those who indnlge in secret drinking. 
Arrack, a crude, fiery spirit, is likewise 
distilled. 
It is probable that when 
Persia has railroads and the vineyards 
of Shira* become accessible, the superior 
quality of the grain's for winemaking 
will attract the attention of western 
niauafacturcr.’'.

"In thti'^Ciugdou} of tbe Shah," by Dr. 


Trencher Collim, tho author Ml* of the 
origin of wiiiOLuakjugiu Persia. It fry* 
during the.reign of Kiug Jamshoed Hint 
the vineyards of yhmtz, HH today, were 
noted for tlie uuperlative quality of the

that she frequently repented tho dose un-.
